LETT ER. H 
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Dear Bethel Hews:- 
One more beautiful summer 
has come and gone since my last 
message to the News; and the 
autumn is passing so swiftly by, 
that we feel we would “fain* lay 
one ineffectual finger on the wheels 
of time to stay its rapid flight”, so 
pleasant is the latter part of this 
season. An October shower har¬ 
ing: laid the dust, has set aside the 
only drawback to the full enjoy¬ 
ment of the lovely weather; and 
one wishes it might continue as 
it now is indefinitely. 

There is never, much to dread I 
from winter, so called, the. least, I 
believe of any part of the world. 
But there is a feeling of safety 
from elemental disturbances and 
conflict from the time the rains 
cease until they come again, that 
is so comfortable and agreeable 
that no ono is ever eager for 
a change from the rainless season, 
which is generally about seven 
months of the year. 

‘ It may be of interest to some of 
your, readers to know something of 
how the summer has behaved in 
Southern California, since It has 
been a phenomenal season in re¬ 
spect of heat in all parts of the 
East. In looking backward over 
the time since I last wrote for 
these columns anything concern¬ 
ing the “times and the seasons,’ I 
thi n k it was of the snow shower 
and the frost that * folio wed from 
the 12th to the 20th of April, that 
the record ended. Perhaps many 
already know that the frosts were 
severe enough to he very damag¬ 
ing to the fruit crop of deciduous 
orchards in man y places through¬ 
out the state, not only injuring 
the buds and blossoms, but the 
tips of the trees were for some 
weeks thought to be killed. A 
strange season it was ; and a very 
disheartening outlook for the or- 
ehardist. But nature, never easily 
discouraged here, set herself at 
once to repair damages and make 
amends as fast as possible for 
such surprising misdemeanors. 
The weather for six weeks or so 
following these frosty nights was 
of the most charming sort, and un¬ 
der its benign influence the trees 
began to bud and blossom anew; 
the boughs and twigs that were 
thought quite dead, gradually re¬ 
vived. This continuing until 
late into the summer, a very irreg¬ 
ular and odd looking crop of fruit, 
however small and unfit for the 
market, came to the ripening, so 
the harvest did not entirely fail, 
though the profits were naught. 

In the first days of June a wave 
of heat swept in from the desert 
beyond the high wall of the Sierra 
Madres, driving back the cool 
ocean breeze—that benificent pro¬ 
vision of nature which fails not in 
summer, save at these short pe¬ 
riods, which are, happily for us, 
rare—and for a few days the sun 
and the hot breeze as if from 
a firey furnace, had it all their 
own way. At these times the 
mureery rises to 110° or 112° 
Faxenheit, in the shade; and yet 
men kept about their work, culti-

Fating the orchards with their 
teams ; the building of houses goes 
on ; and all other busines of ex¬ 
posure to the' glaring rays of the 
sun,, and no ill effects are ever 
heard of to either man or beast. 
From this It will be seen that 
with so high a temperature, the 
quality of the heat here is very 
different from elsewhere. Sun¬ 
stroke or prostration from heat Is 
never known. The nights are, al¬ 
most without exception, cool 
enough for refreshing sleep, and a 
blanket is in requisition before 
morning; In the shade of the 
piazzas or on the lawns under the 
trees it is possible to he fairly 
comfortable during a hot wave. 

In correspondence from the East 
it seems to he taken for granted 
that the hottest weather there, Is 
a sample of the summer weather 
we have here, but mistaken indeed 
are all who think thus of. a Cali¬ 
fornia summer. At this distance 
from the sun, nothing more perfect 
for a summer climate can be 
imagined, than, as a rule, it will 
he found to be here. It is ca lie d by 
Easterners who visit here in 
winter, the coldest hot country 
they have ever found; and in 
summer, for the greater part of the 
season, a cool air combined with a 
hot sun, gives delightful days, and 
as the skies are unclouded, save 
now and then a day or a part of a 
day, It can be imagined how 
natural if is to speak of the 
weather, as people here so often do, 
as heavenly—for no other term so 
well describes it. 

The vegetable world seems well 
suited by these occasional waves of 
intense heat, and things grow in a 
way at such times that one always 
calls to mind the old story of Jack 
and the Beanstalk. Emits in 
great variety ripen all the summer 
through, and though abundant as 
they are, they are luxuries still, 
and enjoyed as such by all lovers 
ot fruit food, whose good fortune It 
is to dwell in this land of sunshine 
and plenty, as it truly Is called. 
The flowers are scarcely less a 
luxury; and these, are seen every¬ 
where; and their beauty and fra¬ 
grance make glad the senses all 
the season through. The month 
of August, called the ‘magnificent’ 
here; as no dog days are known in 
this region—brought a shower 
lasting an hour’ or more. Not 
only that, but a thunder shower! 
where such an occurrence is so un

This is said to he the first case of 
the kind ever known in this part 
of the country . Singular as it was 
it detracts a little from the feeling 
of security from such dangers felt 
heretofore. September was a good 
su turner month, and the first weeks 
of October so like the summer 
that there was scarcely any per¬ 
ceptible difference in tbe season. 
Though the seasons vary in some 
degree—the past summer having 
been somewhat hotter than the 
two summers preceding this— 
there is very little to complain of 
in the way of discomfort. And, 
certain it is, the climate all the 
year through is the best the world 
has to give, and nature does here 
bestow her bounties with a most 
generous band. 

The orange crop will not he so 
large this year as last, owing per¬ 
haps to the cold weather in the 
time the trees were budding for 
bloom- It is thought the fruit 
; will ripen a month earlier than 
I last season. Already the first 
shipment of oranges has been 
made from a town near h ere. Tbe 
fruit is of fine size, and will be, if 
no injury befalls it before the 
| harvest, of extra quality. The 
harvesting of the walnut crop is 
; nearly completed. The Salway 
peaches are now in order, and 
j there are other varieties to ripen 
:in November. Apples, and the 
first crop of winter Nellis pears, 
the secend crop of figs, lemons, and 
fine navel oranges left over on the 
I trees make up the fruits of this 
month. The loquat trees are 
I budded for the fruit which will' 
ripen in May. Delicious grapes 
in many varieties are in the 
market, and melons have not failed 
though their season is about over. 

I Nearly all thos e who have been 
! spending the summer in the East 
have returned home, and are glad 
to be here, where It Is climate 
Instead of weather, our com¬ 
pensation for the homes and friends 
we have left in that far country.

MONREALE CATHEDRAL. 

?hought by Many to Be “tbe Noblest 
Chureb In the World.” 

Monreale, by many deemed * ‘the no¬ 
blest church in the world,” together 
with the vast Benedictine abbey and 
cloister—“a monastic Alhambra” (now, 
alas! falling to ruin)—was created a 
cathedral in 11 S 2 by Pope Lucius III, 
who, looking on the work, exclaimed, 
“The like of this church hath not been 
constructed by any king, even from an¬ 
cient times, and it must compel all men 
to admiration!” 

If, externally, in the first view of 
Monreale disappointment awaits one, 
that may be because on the way there 
one’s eyes have grown too accustomed 
to beauty. For that same morning one 
may have seen the sun rise from the 
ivied chapel behind Santa Maria de 
Gesn, looked thence down upon the 
mountain girdled plain and white domed 
city of Palermo curving round the azure 
bay, or, climbing Monte Pelegrino, 
flanked by its sheer precipices 1,900 
feet, you may have heard the noon an- 
gelus bell float skyward from all Paler¬ 
mo’s towers. Then, as the sunbeams be¬ 
gin to slant, the ride up from the valley 
of the Concha Do’ro, under the blossom 
starred boughs of almond and orange 
trees, past the old convent of San Mar¬ 
tino—gray hermit, cowled in pines—up 
and up to Monreale. 

If the dome appears small and the 
towers plain the eastern portal compen¬ 
sates for all. Great richness is produced 
by the mode of its ornamentations, the 
interlaced arches, npheld by slender pil¬ 
lars, being formed of alternate blocks of 
black and white marble, the panels di¬ 
versified with multicolored mosaics. 
The three beantifnl doors are of bronze 
elaborately adorned with Scriptural de¬ 
signs and arabesques, the largest one 
executed by the architect of Pisa’s lean¬ 
ing tower. 

Within the blending of different 
styles is remarkable. It is in form, accord¬ 
ing to the founder’s wish, a Latin cross. 
Its columns are borrowed from Roman 
temples, their capitals Greek. The By¬ 
zantine mosaics, in which Monreale is 
the richest of all mediaeval churches, 
wrought upon a gold ground, time has 
mellowed into a delicious purple haze 
of glory. The nave is ample, and the 
arches slightly pointed. Narrow win¬ 
dows cast a tempered radiance over the 
flat, gorgeously embellished roof. There 
is a single aisle. The east end consists 
of threqapses, the largest one terminat¬ 
ing in the high altar. 

Above it, unique in design, is the fa¬ 
mous fresco, a half length figure of 
Christ, so colossal that the whole edi¬ 
fice seems a mantle thrown about it. 
The right hand is outstretched in bene¬ 
diction; the left holds an open book 
wherein is written, “I am the light of 
the world. ”—Ave Maria. 

BIRD AND ANIMAL EYES. 

Slade Artificially In Great Variety and 
For Many Uses. 

Artificial eyes in imitation of the eyes 
of birds and animals are made in great 
variety. They are used in mounting 
birds and animals as specimens. Birds’ 
eyes are used in mounting birds for mil¬ 
linery trimmings. Animals’ -eyes are 
used for the heads in fur rugs, and both 
bird and animal eyes are used for many 
other purposes—for example, for eyes in 
cane and umbrella heads made in imi¬ 
tation of animals, for many kinds of 
toys and so on. Artificial eyes are also 
made for some living animals. It is not 
uncommon for horses to have glass eyes 
and dogs are sometimes provided with 
them. In at least one case a calf has 
been supplied with one, but most artifi¬ 
cial eyes are for use in mounting nat¬ 
ural specimens and in the manufactur¬ 
ing uses above referred to. 

The eyes are made, of course, in imi¬ 
tation of nature, and many of them are 
beautiful. The stock that the manufac¬ 
turer or dealer keeps always on hand is 
wonderful in its variety. There is no 
eye that could not be supplied. Here 
are humming birds’ eyes and alligators’ 
eyes, tigers’ eyes and swans’ eyes and 
eyes for owls, and for eagles, and for 
birds of all kinds and sizes; eyes for 
mounted fishes, eyes for the bear, the 
lion, the panther, -the fox, the squirrel, 
the dog, and the wolf and for other an¬ 
imals to be mounted, and eyes for imi¬ 
tation pigs and dogs, sheep and cats, 
and so on. 

Artificial eyes for birds and animals 
are sold chiefly to taxidermists, to fur¬ 
riers and to the various manufactur¬ 
ers. They are sold in pairs. Tlje num¬ 
ber sold in the aggregate is very large. 
The busiest season is the fall and win¬ 
ter.—New York Sun. A

SOME OF THE SILVER KINGS. 

Enterprising Westerners Who Have Grown 
Rich Off the National Treasury. 

[New York World.] 

No story showing the wealth and in¬ 
fluence of the silver kings would be 
complete without special reference to 
W, A. Clarke of Montana.- This gen¬ 
tleman is worth $40,000,000. Since the 
present campaign opened he has been 
one of the conspicuous workers in the 
cause of free silver. Asbecently as the 
3d of this month he was closeted a long 
time with the Bryan managers. Mr. 
Clarke is one of the principal owners 
of the very valuable Anaconda mine ,of 
Montana. In order to show the value 
of this property it should he mentioned, 
that in October, 1895, a one-quarter in-’ 
terest in this mine, representing 300,000 
shares, was sold to an English syndi¬ 
cate for $25 a share, or $7,500,000. The 
capital stock is $30,000,000, divided into 
1 ,200,000 shares. It is a copper mine, 
but silver as a by-product is taken- 
from it in large quantities—just how 
much it is impossible to learn. In this 
city there are several publications de¬ 
voted to mining interests that receive 
much of their news direct from the 
mining camps. ’ To this information is 
attached the condition that the entire 
yield of the mine shall be lumped to¬ 
gether and that no names or any other 
particulars shall be made public. 

David H. Moffat, the Denver banker, 
has made $40,000,000 through his mining 
interests. He made it rapidly and 
easily. Besides being president of the 
First National hank of Denver, ha owns 
large interests in the Maid of Erin 
mine of Lea.dville, and ! n the famous 
Holy * Moses, Mammoth, Victor and 
Amethyst mines at ‘ Creede and rich 
properties at Cripple Creek, Ouray, 
Aspen and other camps in Colorado. 

The Maid of Erin mine is capitalized 
at $3,000,000, divided into 600,000 shares: 
It has paid $740,000 in dividends. Gold, 
silver, lead and copper are taken out 
of the mine. The Victor mine is capi¬ 
talized at $1,000,000, divided into 200,000 
shares. It has paid $605,000 in divi¬ 
dends. In July last a dividend of 10 
per cent, was declared. Mr. Moffat .was 
a Republican presidential elector in 
1892. He went over to the Silver party 
before the Chicago convention and did 
his utmost to secure the silver plat¬ 
form. When it became necessary to 
gather together a fund to carry on 
the campaign Mr.-Moffat was unhesitat¬ 
ingly placed in charge of this work. 
It is said that within a short time he 
had organized a pool that yielded $200,- 
000 on the first demand, and that it 
could he depended upon to yield as 
much more as was necessary. The 
money is not sent to the Democratic 
national committee, but is spent by the 
silver syndicate in its own way. Mr. 
Moffat and Senator John P. Jones haye 
held many conferences as to the best 
plan for fastening free silver on Qje 
people. Senator Jones is worth $25,000,- 
000, and the people of Nevada look 
up to him in much the same way as 
the people of Colorado look up to Mr. 
Moffat. He is a silver man before he 
is anything else. In June 29, 1893, he 
declared that if congress repealed the 
Sherman silver purchasing law a sil¬ 
ver party would be formed, and that 
there would" be a breaking up of the 
two old parties. The Sherman law was 
repealed, a silver party has been 
formed, and the rest of the 
prophecy’s fulfillment may be seen 
four weeks from tomorrow, when 
election day shows how the peo¬ 
ple regard the small group of pluto¬ 
crats, of which Senator Jones, of Ne¬ 
vada, is a distinguished representative. 

When in 1873 silver was worth more 
than gold in the open market at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, Senator Jones and 
all the mine owners wanted gold made 
the money standard. They- could sell 
their silver in the open market and 
they wanted a monopoly of the United 
-States mints for their gold. As fresh 
discoveries of silver and improved min¬ 
ing machinery more than doubled the 
output of silver it became “cheaper" 
than gold at a ratio of 16 to 1. Then 
the mine owners began the increasing 
agitation to force the government to 
buy silver at an artificial price not 
warranted by the market rate. They 
knew that their gold would find a 
market without the help of the mints, 
so that they only ask a monopoly of 
the mints for their silver. That is their 
position today. 

Concessions to these silver monopo¬ 
lists have already cost the government 
$146,000,000, losses on silver purchased. 

What Free Coinage Would Teach. 

The ultimate result is not at all uncer¬ 
tain. After a period of infinite confusion, 
disaster, humiliation, suffering, and mis¬ 
ery the American people will at last re¬ 
gain sanity of mind and arrive again at 
some very simple conclusions: That, if you 
call a peck a bushel, you will have ’ more 
bushels, but not more grain; if yon call a 
foot a yard, you will have more yards, but 
not more cloth; if you call a square yard 
an acre, you will have more acres but not 
more land; and if you call 50 cents, or 1 
cent, or a bit of paper a dollar, you will 
have more dollars, but not more wealth— 
indeed, a great .deal less chance of wealth, 
for you will haye far less credit, because 
far less honesty. We shall then have 
learned again that the wit of man cannot 
—although insanity tries very hard—In¬ 
vent an economic system nuder which 
everything yob. have to sell will be dear 
and everything yon have to buy will be 
.cheap. And having got hold of these sim¬ 
ple truths, the American people will then 
in sackcToth and ashes repent of this in¬ 
sane free coinage debauch.—Carl Scharz.

A Part of One. of Henry Ward Beecher’S 
Rest Sermons. 

During the fiat money and inflihiited 
paper currency excitement of 1877 Mr. 
Beecher delivered a famous sermon on 
Thanksgiving of that year on the perils 
of the day. In -it he used this language: 

“Whenever in any nation there is 
such an attempt to tamper with stand¬ 
ards that the jnoral sense of man is be¬ 
wildered and liberty is given to unprin¬ 
cipled men at large to cheat, to be un¬ 
faithful to obligations, to refuse the 
payment of honest debts—whenever that 
takes place, it is all the worse if done 
with the permission of the law. I hate 
the devil riding on a law worse .than I 
do the devil riding without a law under 
him. Whoever tampers with established 
standards tampers with the very marrow 
and vitality of public faith. * * * The 
danger into which we are_ running is 
hidden under the mystery of finance and 
the currency. All money is but a repre¬ 
sentative of property. As now, by facil¬ 
ity of intercourse, all the world is one 
open market, the need of one and the 
same standard of money, uniform, uni; 
versal and unalterable, becomes imperi¬ 
ous. 

“Gold is the world’s standard. Gold 
is the universal measure of value. Other 
kinds of money there are—silver, cop¬ 
per, paper—but they all must conform 
to gold and be measured* by it and be 
interchangeable with it, in fixed and 
definite proportions.. Gold is king in 
commerce, All other money must rep¬ 
resent gold. No vote of legislature can 
change the nature of commerce, the na¬ 
ture of property, the nature of its repre¬ 
sentative in money or the relative supe¬ 
riority or inferiority of different cur¬ 
rencies. Gold came to its supremacy as 
a representative of property by the long 
established consent of mankind. Con¬ 
gress cannot change it for the world, 
nor even for this nation, exoept upon 
past transactions. It ’may give impu¬ 
nity to men to cheat confiding creditors, 
but it cannot rule the value of currency 
in all future transactions. * 

“The crime of paying a debt in a cur¬ 
rency inferior in value to that in which 
it was contracted, base at all times and 
anywhere, has a deeper guilt and a 
baser infamy in our case. When in our 
mortal struggle capitalists were solicited 
to lend their money to us on t.he faith of 
the nation, we were too glad, most 
grateful, for their aid. Then they were 
not grasping and swollen usurers. Oh, 
no! They were benefactors. We rejoiced 
in their bounty and gave thanks for 
their confiding faith in our national 
honesty. Now, our dangers past, we re¬ 
vile' them, finding no epithets too vio¬ 
lent, and strive to pay them, not gold 
for the gold they lent our misery, but in 
a dishonest measure of an inferior 
metal. 

“In the court of the commercial 
wolrd’s conscience we shall be convict¬ 
ed of endeavoring to cheat the men who- 
came to our rescue in the dark day. 
This congress would not.have existed 
nor any government of the United 
States but for the strength given to our 
armies by foreign capitalists, and now 
to return their aid by a base treachery 
is to deserve an infamy as deep as the 
lowest depths of hell. But woe to those 
men, bull headed, without eyes, who axe 
attempting to undermine the integrity 
and simplicity of the nation.”
